MODERATOR’S ADDRESS, PLEASANT UNION, 
EAST ARCADIA, OCTOBER 16, 1930 


Brethren, we have come up here from the different parts 
of the bounds of our Association to recount the work which 
we have been permitted to do, during the year now closing. 
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Whatever has been the character of the work which we, as 
niinisters, officers, and churches, have done, it is new final. 
We cannot change it, the seal has been placed upon it. 

Let us, brethren, look with hope to the future. Let us 
all leck ahead with determination and purpose to do better 
and more effective work in the future than we have done 
in the past. 

In order to do more work or better work, why we must 
possess more power. We must have power to control self 
and not only self, but one must control, must have power 
ver environments as well as over oneself. 

Every man needs power. Every minister and church 
official seeks power. Every Christian has the Master’s 
Jromise of power. But every man does not possess the 
»yroinised power. And many, it is to be feared, never will. 
Many a man’s life today is utterly lacking in power. Some 
of us here, brethren, can now look back across the stretch 
of the years with a sense of keen disappointment because 
of our many defects all because of the lack of power. All 
of us, my brethren, could have had power if we had been 
willing to pay the price for it. 

Everything costs. There is a law of exchange that rules 
in every sphere of life. It is this, “to get, you must give.” 
It rules in the business world. If I want a house or a hat 
I must pay the price. This rules in the physical world, in 
che intellectual world as well as in the material or spiritual 
world. If you and I, my brother, wish to have business 
transactions in this upper world of spirit life, we must be 
governed by this same law. To have power in our lives 
over sin and selfishness, and passion, and appetite; over 
togue and temper and over self-seeking ambition; to have 
power in prayer, and in winning others from sin, one must 
do in this case just as he would do in the case of buying 
the house or the hat: he must lay down the required price. 
You say, what is the price of power’ Turn with me to the 
talk of Jesus with Peter and others in the latter part of 
the 16th chapter of Matthew’s Gesnel and there we have it. 

Christ Himself in simple wsrds oj far-reaching signifi- 
cance states, first the standard o% power, and then the price 
to be paid by anyone who reaches that standard. Listen 
to the Master: “If any man would come after me, let him 
deny himself and take up his cross and follow me.” 

In conclusion, brethren, let us all endeavor to feel deeply 
sensible, during the session of our Association of the pres- 
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ence of the Master, and that the opportunities afforded to 
do good shali not pass from us unappreciated and unused. ' 

Let's seek the sprit of patience, of sympathy and of will- 
ingness to help, to the extent of our ability, the causes of 
missions and Christian education. And whatever else we 
can do to widen the Kingdom and manifest the power of 
the Master in the earth.

IN THE YEARS 1870 AND 1871 


The Negroes of Robeson County, Cumberland County and Bladen 
County organized Sunday Schools, using the Blue-back Speller for 
their Sunday School books. Later local churches were crganized 
Houses of Worship were built. These churches increased rapidly 
in membership. Later these churches decided to organize them- 
selves in an association. and with the aid of the White Gray’s 
Creek Association was organized with the name of the Colored 
Gray’s Creek Association. Within a few years an Associational 
District was formed which took in Cumberland, Robeson, Colum- 
bus and Bladen counties, anc a part of South Carolina. The Asso- 
ciationa: District grew so very largs until it became necessary for 
the churches in upper bounds to ask fer a letter cf dismission to 
organize an association for convenience. Seven churches made 
application for letter of dismission which was granted in Novem- 
ber, 1883. Early in February 1884, the churches which obtained 
lettsrs to organize an association for conveniences met with the 
churen at Swann’s Creek in Camberland County, N. C., early in 
the month of February 1884, and proceeded to organize. After 
Praise Services conducted by Rev. J. M. Whited, the meeting was 
cailed to order by stating its object. Rev. Samuel Boon, of Second 
New light, was chosen Moderator. W. S. Smith, of St. John’s 
Chureh, was chosen Secretary. Robert Gilmore, of Gray’s Creek 
Church, was cnosen Treasurer. Atter prayer and thanks to AIt- 
misiity God for the movement on foot a committee was appointed 
to bring in a name for the new branch of the Association. Samuel 
Bocn was made Chairman of the Committee. 

Adjourned to meet with the churck at Pleasant Grove, St. Pauls, 
N. C., October, 1884. 

The next meeting of the first branch of the Gray’s Creek Asso- 
ciation met with the Pleasant Grove church, St. Pauls, N. C. The 
committee on uname for the new asscciation brought in their re- 
port. Chairman Boon reported Union because of strength, which 
was adopted. We are proud of the name of the Baptist Union 
Association, and serve God and our fellowmen under its name 
At this session a home mission union was organized and plans dis- 
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cussed how to raise mission fund to send the Word of God into 
localities where the people did uct have the Word oi Gcsd. Rev 
J. M. Whitted of Second New Light was chosen as nvussionary 
and sent farth to labor in destitute places. Many chrches were 
set a part to serve God. Christianity grew steadily in Robeson 
County. Cumberland County and Bladen County. Funds were col- 
lected to buy church sites and build local churches for worship. 

The Association grew steadily frem 1884 till 1929 with an in- 
creased membership of 5,000. Hach cnurch is the owner of its site 
and house of worship. Later the Asscciation joined the -Baptist 
State Convention of North Carolina. 

The Association was blessed with leadership. 1—Reév. Samuel 
Boon, 2—Rev. J. M. Whitted, 3—Rev. N. B. Dunham, 4—Rev. and 
Dr. E. E. Smith. who presides now. The churches all esteem these 
leaders and work together to win others to Christ. In 1908 tke 
Moderator, Rev. N. B. Dunham, ordered that all the church deeds 
be recorded. A reserve fund was set aside to buy church sites and 
pay cther expenses that might occur. $25.00 was paid for the site 
at Red Springs. N. C., and $10.00 for the site at Eddenboro, N. C. 

The treasurer reported for 1884, 1885, 1886 and 1887 a baiance 
of $40.67. The membership of the Association at this time was 
1,088. Gray’s Creek having the largest membership of all the 
churches with 154, Savannah next with 145. In 1908 an educa- 
tional board was organized with the following members: 


N. B. Duvham, E. E. Smith, D. Tyson, C. Wortkins, C. A. Cogael, 
A. L. Johnson, J. S. Brown and M. D. Shaw. 

Prior to this organization the Asscciation collected funds to ai! 
two ministers in school. They were H. C. McDonald and C. Rk. 
Bolden, who aitended the Fayetteville schcol. 


The Hammon’s Creek Association, which was organized about 
1885, Rev. Gilbert Morriscn was chosen Moderator and Rev. George 
Williams secretary. The Association was organized with twelve 
churches.

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PREAMBLE AND CONSTITUTION 


Whereas, the people of God are commanded to strive together 
‘n union of interest and effect, element of success for the advance- 
ment of Christ’s Kingdom; therefore, the Missionary Baptists of 
this section of North Carolina, agree to form ourselves into an 
Association for mutual help, having in view the following objects: 


Ist. The establishment of union among our churches upon prin- 
eiples embracing discipline, government and organization to en- 
courage among our brethren by all Christian means, industry, edu- 
eation, self-reliance, general improvement and spiritual advance- 
ment, and to preach the Gospel as far as our ability will permit. 
To secure these ends we pledge ourselves to God and to each other 
to sustain the principles embodied in our Constitution. 


CONSTITUTION 


Art. 1. Vhis Association shall be known as the Union Missionary 
Baptist Association. The object shall be substantially as enumetr- 
ated in the above preamble. 


Art. 2. The officers shall consist of a President, 1st Vice-Presi- 
dent, 2nd Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, Corresponding Sec- 
retary, Auditor, and an Executive Board of seven members. These 
officers shall be elected annually by the Association. 


Art. 3. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at ali 
meetings of the Association, decide points of order and sign ail 
orders drawn on the Treasurer of the Association. He is also ex- 
officio President of the executive board. He shall not vote only in 
case of a tie. 


Art. 4. The Vice-President shall assume the duties of the Presi- 
dent in his absence. 


Art. 5. The Secretary shall keep a correct record of all pro- 
ceedings of the Association and prepare the same for publication, 
superintend the printing and distribution of the minutes. He shail 
keep all books and stationery belonging to the Association. 


Art. 6. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys belonging to and 
collect during the sitting of the Association and to pay out the same 
upon the order of the Association, all orders being signed by the 
President and countersigned by the Corresponding Secretary. 


Art. 7. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the corre- 
spondence, he shali be Secretary of tht Executive Board of the 
Association and shall countersign all orders on the Treasurer. 


Art. 8. The Auditor shall examine the accounts of the Treasurer 
and make annual report of its condition to this body. 


Art. 10. This body shall be composed of ordained ministers be- 
longing to the churches connected with the Association and mes- 
sengers chosen from the same, each church being entitled to three 
messengers, and must send to the Association 15 cents for each 
member represented in this Association; 10 cents for Christian 
tducation and 5 cents for Associated purposes. 
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Art. 11. Any church desiring to join the Association may do so 
by letter and messengers, the same being regularly organized. All 
messengers to the Association must be armed with properly credit- 
ed credentials. No church will be fellowshipped in this Associa- 
tion which neglects to maintain gospel order. 


Art. 12. The annual session of this Avsociation shall be held 
on Thursday after the second Sunday in October of each year at 
such places as may be selected. 


Art. 13. By appointment of the Association, there may be 
preached at each annual session an introductory, missionary edu- 
eational and doctrinal sermon. 


Art. 14. This Constitution may bc amended at any annual 
session by a two-thirds vote. 


BY-LAWS 


Art. 1. This Association shall not recognize or receive any 


church having as members any persen excluded from any other 
church. 


Art. 2. All churches of tnis body are especially requested to 
take special care of their pastors 25d use all efforts to help them 
gain instruction into the ministry. 


Art. 3. From this time forward, no church within the jurisdic- 
tion of this Association shall ordain any ministers to preach unless 
he can read the Bible intelligently. 


Art. 4. Any elder or minister found intoxicated or who shall 
visit places of ill repute, such as bar-rooms or knowingly indulge 
in any immorality, such as living in cohabitation without being 
lawfully married, or acting in any manner such as will bring re- 
proach upon the Baptst faith and profession, shall be called before 
a Council of Elders and dealt with for breach of good behavior. 


RULES OF DECORUM 


Art. 1. The President and Clerk shall hold their offices from 
their election at one session until the election of officers at the next 
session and it shall be their duty to occupy their respective sta- 
tions and proceed regularly to organization. 


Art. 2. The President shall call the Association to order or in 
his absence the Vice-President shall act, and if he is absent the 
Secretary must open the session. 


Art. 3. There shall be singing and prayer at the opening of each 
day’s session. 


Art. 4. Delegates shall enroll their names by letter or other evi 
dence of election. Letters read and other statistical matter read. 
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Art. 5. Visiting brethren from other Associations may be invited 
to seats by a majority vote of that body. 


Art. 6. The Association shall proceed to organize by electing 
a President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer who, when 
elected, shall take their seats.

5. We believe in the doctrine of man’s impotency to recover 
himself from the fail he is in by nature of his own free will and 
ability.

6. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of God only 
by the imputed righteousness of Christ. Gal. 11:16; Rom. 8:24, 5-9. 


7. We believe that God’s elect shall be called converted and 
sanctified by the Holy Ghost. Eph. 1:4-7; Thess. 1:13-14. 


8. We believe that the Sainis shall preserve in grace, and never 
fall finally away. John 10:28-30; 3-1. Peter 1-9. 

9. We believe that Baptism and The Lord’s Supper are ordi- 
nuances of Christ, and that the true believers are the only subjects 
>f these ordinances and that the true method of Baptism is immer- 
sion. Matt. 3:16. Acts 8:38-9. Romans 6:4. Eph. 4:12. 


10. We believe that the punishment of the wicked is everlast- 
ing, and that the joys of righteous men are eternal. Matt. 15:43. 
Rey. 20:12-15. 

11. We believe in the resurrection of the dead and general judg- 


ment ol Cor, 15: 


12. We believe that ordained ministers of such as have come 
under the imposition cf hands by a regular authorized presbytery 
only, have a right to administer the ordinance. I Tim. 4:14; II 
Tim. 1:6. 


13. We believe that only regular baptized members in good 
standing have a right to take The Lord’s Supper. 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE UNION 


Art. 1. This body shall be known as the Church Union of Union 
Baptist Association. 


Art. 2. The object will be to supply ourselves with better homes 
of worship and to foster the spirit of union and mission in our 
churches among our ministers and deacons on principles of right- 
eousness as contained in the Bible. 


Art. 3. Its officers shall be President, Vice-President, Secretary 
and Treasurer, who shall be elected annually. And a Home Mis- 
sion Board of seven (7) members elected annually. Its officers 
shall be a Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Secretary. The Board 
shall have charge ot the Home Mission work and make all approv- 
priations. 


_ Art. 4. The Union shall meet Saturday before the Sunday of each 
month having five Sundays, at such place as may be chosen. 
Art. 5. There shall be devotional service at each day’s session. 
Art. 6. There shall be preached an introductory and missionary 
sermon at each Union. 
Art. 7. The Union shall be composed of messengers chosen by 
the churches, and deacons and ministers belonging to the same. 
Art. 8. Each church may be represented by letter and messen- 
gers, by the payment of three cents per capita. Two cents for 


building funds, one cent for expenses and mission. Hach church is 
entitled to two messengers. 


_ Art. 9. The Constitution may be changed or amended by a two- 
thirds vote of those present. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE MINISTERIAL CONFERENCE 


Art. 1. This body shall be known as the Ministerial Conference 
of Union Missionary Baptist Association. 

Art. 2. Its officers shall be a President, Vice-President, Record- 
ing Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer. 

Art. 3. Its object shall be to better understand ourselves as a 
body of Gospel Ministers of Christ to consider the condition and 
mission of the Churches under our administration. 

Art. 4. That we encourage and sustain a high standard of Chris- 
tian morals among ourselves as stewards of Christ. 

Art. 5. That we require a higher standard of ministerial prepa- 
ration in examination. 

Art. 6. That all applicants for alternation shall be examined by 
the Conference, and required to make an average of 70 per cent. 

Art. 7. Alternations without the signature of this Conference 
will not be recognized. 

Art. 8. Ministers coming from other Associations will be re- 
quired to bring a written recommendation signed by the Moderator. 
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
